Three Gettysburg stores were enter­ 
ed at an early hour this morning by 
unknown parties and small sums of 
money, 
aggregating 
less than five 
dollars, 
were 
taken 
The 
stores 
;entered were those of Edward H.Oilp, 
Hanover street; R. E. Zinn, Carlisle 
street; and Heicble and Crouse, Balli 
more street. 
An effort was made to 
gain entrance to the J. 
B. Wineinan 
store on Center Square hut it was not 
successful. 
At the Culp store a liar 
was used 
to pry open 
the double doors on 
Liberty street. 
The burglary at this 
, place was especially daring as the 
work was done under the glare of the 
electric light at the York street forks 
The liar was used first at the top of 
the door and then gradually worked 
down to the lock which was pried off 
and entrance was th* ii easy. Several 
barrels in front of the double doors 
were pushed away and the burglar or 
burglars then started to ransack the 
place.

John Lee, who jumped from the 
Adams County jail wall on the morn 
ing of June 24, wa* seen between 
Waynesboro and Hagerstown on Thurs­ 
day and gives chase by Sheriff Thomas 
Burlier and several deputies from Wash 
ington county. Maryland,

made good hie escape. 
I^e was w ant­ 
ed not only for his escape from the 
local jail bat for pursuing his usual 
vocation of chicken stealing. 
He was driving along the Middle- 
burg pike with a woman by the name 
of Hazel Gauger,of Waynesboro, when 
the Sheriff and his deputies appeared.

jumped from 
the wagon and raced 
across the fields in the direction of 
Leitersburg. 
Pursuit

Lee is alleged to have sold the stol­ 
en chickens in Hagerstown and a coop 
was found in 
the 
wagon when the 
Sheriff searched the vehicle. 
I^ee was 
in jai) for chicken stealing at the time 
he made his escape from Sheriff 
Fis 
sel's care at eleven o'clock on the 
morning of June 24 
The escape wan the boldest and most 
daring ever attempted from the local 
prison. 
Sheriff Fiaeel 
had all the 
prisoners out in the jail yard where 
some were pitching horse shoes and 
others playing hose Ital I. Lee was not 
doing either and 
while the others 
were busily engage*] 
in their sports 
•lipped into the corridor and 
put <m 
his outer shirt. 
He then went out and w ithout be­ 
ing seen slipped around to the north 
east corner of the jail yard out of sight 
of the other prisoners and Sheriff Fis- 
set. It is believed that when he found 
he was not tieing* watched he craw le*i 
ti)) the outside chimney to the low root 
on a portion of the jail, that he then 
went on up to the main roof and drop 
ped down to the wall fronting on High 
street. 
From there he is supposed to 
have walked over to the West wall 
from where he dropped into the yard 
of Mrs. Wihle, the marks tieing there 
showing where he dropped 
He ran tiack through Mrs. W ihle’s 
yard and jumped over a fence into 
the alley sometimes known as “ Wall 
Street’* or “ Gallows Avenue.’’ 
He 
ran down this alley to the foot of the 
bill near the southeast corner of the 
old graveyard win-re he took 
to die 
Helds in the direction of Culp’s H ill 
and made good his escape. 
News of Lee's tieing in the vicinity 
of Wayneslioro was received by the 
local authorities several weeks ago and 
they have since U-en awaiting an up 
portunity to take the man.

Lisbon. Oft. 7.—While the city of 
Lisbon is in the hands of the revolu­ 
tionists and a republic has been pro­ 
claimed, with Theopbile Braga as pro­ 
visional president, and other promi­ 
nent Kepuhlicans constituting the min­ 
istry. there are still many thousands 
in and around the capital who are 
loyal to monarchy. 
The monarchists include a portion 
of the Lisbon troops and troops mass­ 
ed In entrenched (amps about the city. 
Thus far these have refused to ally 
themselves with the revolutionists, and 
the provisional government is taking 
steps to enforce allegiance. 
The people of Lisbon are Ignorant 
of events in the provinces and tbeie- 
fore it Is not known 
whether 
the 
movement is broad enough to sweep 
the country. Nevertheless, th** Repub­ 
licans are proceeding as though the 
transformation of the monarchy into 
a republic was an accomplished fact, 
to stand for all time 


Revolt Long Planned. 
For months past preparations have 
been going on for the overthrow of 
the king, and it had been definitely 
arranged to raise the cry of revolt on 
Wednesday, 
It so happened that the 
king was at>out to take up bls rest 
deuce at Cis* aes. and the warships 
were ordered to proceed there. 
The 
navy, which is the thief support of 
the revolutionists, thereupon decided 
to act immediately; otherwise that de­ 
fensive arm of the country would he 
able to offer uo assistance in carrying 
out the plan. 
Monday night at midnight the Be 
publican chiefs, accompanied by nu- 
mero is partisans, went to the barracks 
of the Htxteeuth regiment of Infantry. 
Th* (biers were Immediately thrown 
open to the populace, aud arms were 
distributed to thousands. The barracks 
of the First loginieiit of artillery were 
next visited, and the guns dragged 
forth. 
The revolutionists marched to 
the highest point rn Lisbon, a fine 
strategical 
position, 
where artillery 
was mounted threatening the town. 
Loyal Troops Entrench. 
The government troops immediately 
took up a position in the center of the 
town, about two miles distant from 
the revolutionists, where heavy guns 
and Maxims were placed Lo oppose 
lh* revolutionists. 
Meanwhile 
the 
insurgent 
cruiser 
Ads ma slur steamed up in front of Lis­ 
bon ready for a bombardment, while 
the cruiser Kafael pru<*eeded down the 
river, taking her station opposite the 
seameu’s barracks, the men of which 
having joined the revolt, was sur­ 
rounded by a force 
of 
municipal 
guards. 
The cannonading commenced, and 
the whole town trembled to its foun­ 
dations. A regiment of municipal cav- 
airy made a brilliant charge in an en­ 
deavor to take the insurgents' encamp­ 
ment near the railway, hut were met 
with a terrible fire from the artillery. 
This regiment was almost completely 
annihilated, only three men escaping 
The revolutionists showed extra r- 
dtnary courage and sustained an at­ 
tack on all sides by superior forces 
for two days aud nights. 
On Tuesday 
the Adamaator shelled the Necessi- 
dudes palace, and King Manuel and 
the Queen Mother Auielie were forced 
to es* ape to Caseaes, from which place 
they went to Mafra. 
Monarchists Surrender. 
The same night th** Ambassador and 
Rafael shelled the center of the town, 
doing 
much execution to the mon­ 
archist forces, and finally the latter, 
tired of the carnage, surrendered. The 
republic was proclaimed in the after­ 
noon and the Republican flag hoisted 
on the public edifices 
The provisional government has is­ 
sued a communication to the foreign 
powers, notifying them of the procla­ 
mation of the Portuguese Republic. 
No serious obstructions are expected 
to be offered by the provinces to the 
new regime. The government has al 
ready appointed civil governors for 
the different provinces. 
The Brazilian president-elect, Mar­ 
shal Hermes Fonseca, motored through 
the streets Thursday with tile provis­ 
ional president. Both were enthusiasti­ 
cally greeted by the people. Order has 
been restored throughout the greater 
part of the city. Patiols are guarding 
the thoroughfares.

As the immense flag which draped 
the statue was drawn backward there 
was an inspiring; splendor to the scene 
that brought resounding aud oft-re­ 
peated cheers from the throats of the 
thousands of people assembled on the 
street and plaza, grouped tier upon 
tier in the windows of the towering 
office buildings* nearby sud hanging 
precariously from balconies aud roof 
ledges. 
In addition to the German societies 
in this city, mac* from Norristown, 
Camden and Wilmington were invited. 
At the unveiling ceremonies addressee 
were made by Mayor Heyburn, Dr. Ar­

Judge William H. Siaake and others. 
The parade was one of the largest 
ever seen in this city on a similar oc­

THE SPARROW PEST. 
After exhaustive Investigation bird 
students seem agreed that the English 
Sparrow doe* more harm than good 
and Is therefore property classed in the 
list of injurious birds. 
Not only does 
Chi* omnipresent species cousume very 
few harmful Insect*, but it consumes 
su amount of grain out of all propor­ 
tion to th* weed seeds which It de­ 
stroys. 
This would be enough lf it 
were ail. but to the offenses men­ 
tioned must be added tbst it is a per­ 
sistent destroyer sud breaker up of 
the nests of many of our most valuable 
bird friends. Iu particular the wren. 
bluebird, martin aud one or two spe­ 
cies of swallows. 
The biological sur­ 
vey of the department of agriculture 
baa studied th* question of the de­ 
struction of the English sparrows aud 
recommends shooting, trapping sud 
poisoning In addition to a persistent 
aud systematic breaking up of their 
nests duriug the matiug season. 
For 
shooting No. H) shot is recommended, 
• bunching of the birds being effected 
by scattering s few handfuls of wheat 
in a long row and firing lengthwise of 
this strip after the birds ara aettled. 
▲a effective trap may be made by con­ 
structing a shallow frame 4 by 4 feet 
of four Inch board* and on tbs top nail­ 
ing a wire tcreeu. 
This should be 
raised on on# edge sud supported by a 
two foot prop, a chip being placed be­ 
tween the end of the Stick aud th* 
edge of the frame. The trap Is sprung 
by means of a striug attached to tba 
upper part of the stick and leading to 
s place of coucealmeut, from which 
the operator can keep watch. 
When a 
sufficient number of sparrows sr# nu­ 
der Hie trap It may be sprung. 
The 
same principle can be employed In the 
case of an old door or other deadfall, 
(he weight of which will maim or kill 
the birds caught Iteueafh 
Bird* se­ 
cured In either of these way* are good 
eating, this being a common disposal 
of them in Kurcqiesu countries for cen­ 
turies 
The umat effective method of 
|H»r*uiiing is by u*iug w heat treated as 
follows: Put oue-elghth ounce at rye Ii- 
ilia sulphate lute* three-fourths of a 
gill of bot water aud boll until dis­ 
solved. 
Moisten out* slid a half tea 
s|toonfuls of starch with a few droits 
cif cold water, add It to the potsou 
solution and heat uufll stanch thickens 
Thee pour bot polsoued st*reb solution 
over a quart of wheat ami stir uutll 
every kernel Is coated 
A small ker­ 
neled wheat Is tiest. aud a two quart 
glass Jar ntnkes a g<*od vet****! to mix 
la. 
The wheat will dry enough for 
use In a short time lf spresd out thinly 
on a hard flat surface 
For both traps 
sod poteoniug the sparrows should be 
batted with wheat so that they will 
become used to the spot iu which they 
are ty be taken 
lf three or four spots 
are selected they may be dealt with lu 
rotation. 
The most effective work In 
Ulspeslog of the sparrows may be done 
la winter after a snowstorm, when 
other for sea af food ara scarce

Within a couple of weeks the Waiter 
bas had opjortunity to Inspect care­ 
fully the silo which wan designed aud 
ta at present highly recommended by 
the Iowa Blate college at Ames.

Is constructed of clay hollow blocks. 
which are glveu the desired kink or 
curve on the cutting table, 
A sub 
Ntnntlnl cement fonnclstiou from a foot 
und a half to two feet thick should be 
isid for the structure aud put deep 
enough to extend below the |>oat Un* 
and rest on **olid earth 
The courses 
of hollow block* are (aid Iu cement. 
.iud between every other course, lf the 
hollow blocks are of the small size, a 
heavy wire giller Is placed, which 
gives added strength and stability to 
the structure 
The door frame Is con­ 
tinuous aud of solid cement, heavy 
Iron rods runuing Its full length, aud 
to these a r t anchored the wire stays 
above 
mentioned 
At 
Interval* 
of 
nbout six feel cement brace* extend 
across the doorway, these being ra-en 
forced with alee! ties atta- hcd to the 
upright rod*. 
A cement roof Is rec­ 
ommended for this allo. hut this Is not 
vital, one of metal or wo**! answering 
the purpose very welt. 
The advan­ 
tages of the hollow block abo are that 
It Is iwactlcslly sir tight, that It does 
no! warp and shrink what* empty, that 
It will not rot and thai the dead sir 
spaces of th# wall make th* structure* 
the warmest possible. 
The coat of a 
silo 18 by 32 feet, large enough to bold 
2D0 tons of ensilage, will rsuge from 
1380 to $480. depending upon accessi­ 
bility of materia la. etc 
A considerable 
♦couo til J can be effected wher* several 
silos of this type are to t*e built In the 
same neighboring by ordering th* 
materials In carload lots 
At the coat 
named th* hollow block silo Is as cheap 
as lf not cheater than a substantia! 
wooden structure of like dimensions, 
counting first cost only aud not taking 
Info account any of the advantages 
above mentioned

Selection of the Ram la a M atter el 
Prim e Importance. 
in purchasing a ram it is best to see 
him “on l|fs own grounds”—to see the 
place where be was raised, the sheep 
ba was raised from and bow be as well 
as the other sheep are handled, says 
the National Stockman. 
Good sheep 
often deteriorate when taken home 
and put undet what are to them ad­ 
verse conditions. 
The buyer becomes 
dlscourageA tnd looks upon the seller I 
as a swindler when a little study of 
the methods of handling the ram and 
a not too sudden change in those meth­ 
ods would have saved tbs sheep for 
good service and would not have dis­ 
couraged tbs breeder lo his attem pt to 
improve his flock. 
If it la impossible to go personally 
and select a ram on account of the 
distance or for any other reason, a per­ 
fectly safe way to purchase, provided 
the buyer knows what he wants, is by 
mall order. 
If the kind of sheep w ant­ 
ed is clearly defined and the price stat­ 
ed to an honest breeder—and honest 
breeders are not hard to find—there 
need be no fear but that the ram sup­ 
plied will be worth every cent of the 
money paid. 
The reputable breeder 
will not take the chance of hurting bis 
reputation by sending out a ram not 
worth the price paid. 
If be hasn’t the 
■beep asked for he will w rite and say 
so and will not attem pt to fill the order 
from other sources. 
The county and state fairs are poor 
places to buy breeding stock of any 
kind. 
The stock st such sn exhibition 
is always under unusual and advan­ 
tageous conditions 
The man who is 
oot an expert Judge Is unconsciously 
misled by the high standard of all 
stock and. often gets false Impressions 
of the value of a breed or of individ­ 
uals of a breed. 
The poorest sheep 
are at home. 
It is impossible to tell 
how much those present have been 
pampered. Disappointment and loss of 
money will often be saved by a [*er- 
sonal selection of the ram on the farm 
where he was raised. 


PARAFFINING CHEESE. 


Best Results Obtained When Wax Is 
Made Very Met. 
Mr. John Michels when st the Mich 
I gun experim ent station devoted con 
siderabla tim e In experim enting with 
paraffining cheese, aud we take from 
a special bulletin the following para­ 
graph: 
“To secure a perfect, perm anent and 
impervious covering over the entire 
surface the cheese is dip[>ed for a mo­ 
ment into a liquid paraffin. 
Hereto­ 
fore the paraffin-has been heated by 
•team or bot water, and it baa been 
difficult, lf not impossible, to secure a 
tem perature higher than JOO degrees 
F. 
W here the cheese was dipped at 
tuis low tem perature there was a m an­ 
ifest tendency for the covering of par­ 
affin to crack and even peel off. 
A 
double gasoline burner was therefore 
tried and the tem perature raised to 
200 degrees I*. 
“ Repeated tests at various tem pera­ 
tures seemed to Indicate that the best 
results sre obtained between 240 aud 
250 degrees F. lo fact, in no case where 
the dipping was done st this high tem ­ 
perature did the covering peel off. The 
exfterimenrs show that a thin coat of 
paraffin ta all that la needed. 
The 
• mount of paraffin 
required 
for a 
cheese weighing forty-four pounds Is 
about one-fourth of a pound. 
Cheese 
should be treated within two to twelve 
hours after ieaviug the press 
The 
best paraffin for this purpose has a 
melting point of som ewhere between 
ISO to 13ft degrees.”
